Wednesday nlcht as the
rescuors drow nearer tho noise wns
moro distinct, and yosterday morn-
ing tho men at work could boar tho
voice of the entombed man. When tho
rescuers finally reached him ho was
ovorcome with loy. and kissed tb
hands of his deliverers. The man was
given food and drink In small nuan- -
titjos and today tbo doctor says ho Is
nil right. In an Interview Casmero
said ho had warning of the impending
msasier nno sougnt a placo of safety
in tho "heading." He then th
ho would be suffocated or would starve
uj aeain. 'mere was a fair current
of air traveling over tho top of tho
fall. On Tuesday ho became exhrniatcrl
and lay down and slept a while. Then
no nearo tne roscuors nt work, nnd
knew ho would bo taken out allvo.
